combine to form protein, and the 
proteins combine to form living 
tissues. 
Heretofore, there has been no 
satisfactory w ay of analyzing the 
amino acid content of the protein 
foods.

Discussed Here I 


Depends In Part On 
Butter Prices 
D airy farm ers may not realize it, 
but butter prices have a direct ef­ 
fect upon the prices they receive j 
for whole milk, according to D. L. 
M urray, Michigan 
State 
College | 
extension dairyman. 
Speaking to Delta county dairy 
arm ers at a dairy institute 
held 
today in the court house at Esca- J 
naba, M urray said consumer 
“re- , 
istance” to butter is a direct fac- j 
tor in causing a decline 
in 
milk 
prices. And consumer “resistance, ’ 
he said, is in part due to the com­ 
parison the housewife makes be­ 
tween the price of butter and that 
charged for oleomargarine. 
Priced Too High? 
M urray 
cited 
declining 
con- j 
sumption of ice cream and butter ; 
as examples of possible over-pric- I 
ing, or at least priced higher than 
the consumer is willing to pay. 
: 
“ In m any places you have to pay ! 
25 cents for an Tee cream S u n d a e ,! 
but only 20 cents for a piece of 
pie,” he said. 
Because 
of 
w artim e rationing 
and subsequent high prices, “lots 
of folks have forgotten w hat butter 
tastes like.” He was critical of the 
oleo industry for its insistence on 
coloring its product yellow, 
and 
said it was done to “im itate” the 
m ilk product. 
He was also critical of the farm ­ 
ers who use oleo in preference to 
butter on their home table. 
Stress High Quality 
The governm ent’s purchase of 
top quality grades 
of 
butter 
(it 
now has IOO million 
pounds 
in 
storage) to support the price is in 
error, M urray believes. The best 
butter should reach the consumer 
and if purchasing is done it should 
be butter of lower quality “ that 
they can m ake soap out of or axle 
grease if they have to.” 
Generally the dairy outlook is 
not bad for 1950, but there must 
be a concerted program to con­ 
vince the consumer 
that 
good 
b utter is 
w orth 
the 
additional 
price over oleo. And to this end 
the milk producers and 
proces­ 
sors must see to it that the quality 
of the b utter and other milk pro­ 
ducts reaching the m arket be of 
the highest. 
“H ealthy 
cows, 
cleanliness 
around the premises and in the 
handling of the milk, proper cool- i 
ing, will result in a quality milk i 
and better prices,” M urray 
ad- \ 
vised the dairy farmers.

Patterson M ay Go 
Back Into Gov't

WASHINGTON, — One 
thing 
President Truman has been doing 
during his so-called vacation in 
Florida and that is to work out a 
series of appointments to import­ 
ant government offices that have 
too long been vacant. These steps 
have been urgently needed if the 
United States was in

in

Three Appointments 
A kind of p fk ag e deal is being 
devised to provide a sries of ap­ 
pointments 
that 
will 
greatly 
strengthen the administration 
if 
they do finally go through. At the 
present stage of negotiations these 
three appointments seem to be 
fairly firm: 
W. Stuart Symington, now sec­ 
retary of the Air Force, 
to 
be 
chairman of the national security 
resources board. Symington has 
been air secretary since unifica­ 
tion, serving under the late James 
Forrestal and for the past year 
under secretary of defense Louis 
Johnson. 
Thomas K. Finletter, until re­ 
cently administrator of ECA aid 
in London, to succeed Symington 
i:s secretary for air. Finletter serv­ 
ed as chairman cf the president’s 
cir policy commission. That com­ 
mission in 1947 and ’48 wrote a 
comprehensive 
report 
on 
all 
phases of aviation in this country, 
both military and civil. The report 
approved a 70-group Air Force. 
Robert P. Patterson, under sec­ 
retary of war during World War 
II and later secretary of war, to 
be chairman of the atomic ener­ 
gy commission. 
Patterson 
spent 
the past IO days in Washington in 
consultation with government of­ 
ficials. 
Patterson Is Reluctant 
Of the three the last is still in 
the doubtful category. Patterson 
denies that ho intends returning 
to government. Ile has been deep­ 
ly reluctant to leave 
his 
New 
York law practice. But it is be­ 
hoved here that in the end he may 
be persuaded. 
The chairmanship of the nation­ 
al recur :ty resources 
board 
has 
been vacant for nearly a year and 
a Half. This is theoretically a top 
and vital planning agency. The 
president named as chairman in 
February of 1949 his old friend, 
former governor Mon Wallgren of 
toe state of Washington. President 
Truman explained at that time 
that lie wanted in the chairman­ 
ship of this important agency a 
friend with whom he could speak 
intimately and confidentially. 
The Senate, with Senator Harry 
Byrd of Virginia helping to block 
the appointment, refused to con­ 
firm Wallgren who was later nam­ 
ed to a place on the federal pow­ 
er commission. Since 
that 
time 
presidential 
assistant 
John 
R. 
Stedman has been acting chair­ 
man. But his has been a fnr-from 
satisfactory situation. The other 
members are all cabinet officers— 
state, treasury, defense, interior, 
agriculture, commerce, and labor 
—with many demands 
on 
their 
time from their own departments. 
Finletter has been a partner in 
Coudert Brothers, a large Man­ 
hattan law firm, since 
he 
left 
Washington in 1944. From 1941 to 
’*14 he was special assistant to the 
secretary of state. Representative 
Frederick R. Coudert 
jr., 
New 
York City Republican, is a part­ 
ner in the Coudert firm. 
While Finletter is generally re­ 
garded as a Republican, partisan

O ne w as th a t of th e boy and 
his dream s. 
H e 
explained 
how 
electrical 
stim ulation of certain areas can 
cause loss of the pow er of e x ­ 
pression by speech (A phasia). 
W hile one patient w as nam ing 
objects, stim ulation w as applied. 
Of one object he said, “oh, I 
know w h a t th a t is. 
T h at is w h a t 
you p u t in yo u r shoes,” only a f ­ 
ter the electrode w as w ith d raw n 
could he say “ foot.” 
Dr. P enfield described the p ro ­ 
cess 
as 
“a 
startlin g discovery 
(th a t) should h av e profound sig­ 
nificance in the field ol psychol­ 
ogy, provided w e can 
in te rp re t 
the facts properly.” 
H e said th a t the ex p erim en ts 
on 500 d ifferen t cases h av e 
in ­ 
dicated th a t th e re is som e m ech an ­ 
ic rn of th e brain th a t “in hibits"— 
presses b ack — o ther m em ory p a t­ 
terns in the sam e area as th e one 
being “ used" at th e time.
